It ifany perſon, within the ſaid City ſhall refuſe to pay: according to-che ſaid:

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Biſhop of Norwich. And that in ſuch caſe no probibicion againſt the (ai

Great Seal of Eng/ard, tended to the violation of the Oaths of the Judges, an 
was deviſed, contrived, and made by the faid Biſhop.

counſels and falſe ſurmiſes, he did obtain his Majeſties Royal conſent thereunty, 
and by colour of the order aforeſaid, and other the doings of the ſaid Biſhoy, 


the Citizens and Inhabitants of Norwich aforeſaid, viz. Fohn Collar, f adit 
Perkeford, and others, have been enforced to pay the faid two ſhijlings in the 


pound in liew of Tyrhes, or elfe by ſuits and other undue means been much mo. 
lefted, and put to great charges and expences, contrary to the Law and juſtice,
